Paris, Feb. 
27.—Under the protection of the war ships of 


the allied fleet mine sweeping operations are in progress in 
the Dardanelles. Reports have reached Paris of damage to the 
bombarding vessels, but so far as it can be ^established by in- 
quiries at Tenedos no serious damage,has been done.
